UNSOUND TAX ARGUMENTS 


Senator Johnson, chairman of the sen- 


ate corporations and taxation" committee, 
which introduced the administration tax 
"bill, is quoted as saving in defense of the 
measure: 


Evan if this bfll la adopted, by far the largest 


part of all taxes win still be levied on property. 
The change made will only be that, instead of 
collecting $100.000,000 from property and less 
than $7,000,000 from incomes, $94,000.000 will be 
collected from property and $13,000,000 from in- 
come. Certainly this cannot be said to be bur- 
dening incomes unfairly. 
This is a sample of the argument used 


to uphold the proposed heavy increase of 
income taxation in "Wisconsin. It is ob- 
vicras that it reveals a want of under- 
standing of the facts upon which taxa- 
tion of either character should be based, 
Such a comparison is of no significance. 
It is merely figures. It can mean noth- 
ing. 


Because property taxes in "Wisconsin 


are $100.000,000 annually and income 
37,000.000 argues nothing as TO the rel- 
ative justice of the taxes. It is merely a 
bald assertion to say that they are out 
of balance. 


Property taxes must rest on the ability 


of property to pay taxes, together with 
the -willingness of the people to he taxed 
for public improvements, administration, 
etc. 
Property taxes are wholly within 


the control of taxpayers. Ninety-five per 
cent of all property taxes are imposed lo- 
cally. If the people are not satisfied with 
local taxation and think it is too high, they 
can turn their officials out and elect oth- 
ers who will reduce taxes. They can get 
along without improvements and cheapen 
service and pay less taxes. 


The efficacy and justice of income taxa- 


tion can have little to do with tax- 
es on property, but rests solely on the 
ability of income producers to meet these 
taxes and soundly maintain and develop 
industry. 


The total wealth of "Wisconsin by the 


United States census of 1922 is Sv.866.- 
000,000. .This is property. The prop- 
erty tax in "Wisconsin is. as stated above. 
$100.000.000 annually. This is a tax 
of 1.27 per cent, or §12.70 per thou- 
sand. The reason why the actual tax rate 
is higher than this is because property is 
assessed in "Wisconsin at 85 per cent of 
its value and because hundreds of milli- 
ons of dollars of property are not assessed 
at all. 


"Whether property taxes are considered 


high or not depends largely upon the local 
viewpoint. In Appleton they pay a tax of 
$35 a thousand and in Green Bay about 
$29. 
That is a great difference, and yet 


it illustrates the difference of viewpoint 
and of policy. This taxation, as we have 
explained, is within the direct control of 
the taxpayers. 


Production is the basis of income taxa- 


tion. Videos wealth is produced, there is 
no tax. Therefore it should not be so 
high as to discourage production and in- 
dustry, nor should it fall so heavily an to 
kerp industry struggling to maintain it- 
holi' and to live from hand to mouth. The 
margin of profit should be sufficient to 
lake care of development and maintenance 
nnd 
pay 
good 
wages 
in addition to 


dividends. 


Xow let us t.ee what real consideration 


!Mr. Johnson, has for industry in 'Wiscon- 
sin "\vlion ho hpoaks t,o lightly of increas- 
ing income) taxation from $7,000.000 to 
$13,000,000 with a dash of the pt-n. 
Corporations in Wisconsin, that is manu- 
facturing and business institutions of all 
chnract'M-. pay not only stato income tax 
hut a large fi-doral income tax. The latest 
government .statistics show that the cor- 


poration net income in Wisconsin in 1921 
was $71.382,000. 
In passing it is 


worth recording that tho corporation net 
income in Wisconsin for 1021 was loss 
than half what it was in 1920, being 
$163,938,000 for tho latter year. 


On the net income of $71.382.000 in 


1921 corporations of Wisconsin paid fed- 
eral taxes of $11.027,236. 
This is a 


tax of more than 15 per cent on net earn- 
ings. After this tax was paid, the real 
property and either income or personal 
property tax of "Wisconsin had to be paid. 
The total taxes by corporations in that 
year would easily run from 20 to 40 per 
cent. The federal tax is lower now, but 
the average total tax paid by corpora- 
tions in Wisconsin is still very high. 


How can Senator Johnson, without an 


intimate knowledge of business and of in- 
dustry, say with a wave of the hand that 
to increase income taxes in Wisconsin by 
$6,000,000 would not be unduly burden- 
some ! How can he say with any degree of 
accuracy or of justice thatsuchanincrease 
should be made, that it would be wise to 
make, that it is right to load this addi- 
tional tax onto productive enterprise os- 
tensibly to shield local taxing units in 
their prodigality with public funds? His 
own admissions before the senate com- 
mittee show that he has made no study of 
the subject.

Let us take conditions locally, and they 


will apply throughout the state. The pa- 
per mill industry, which to a large extent 
underlies our prosperity in the Fox River 
Valley and in other portions of Wiscon- 
sin, _has had hard sledding since 1921. 
Some mills have had to be reorganized or 
have gone into the hands of receivers. 
Some have not paid dividends for three 
or four years. Many have curtailed pro- 
duction and laid off men and others oper- 
ated on short time. They have been run- 
ning on a close margin. 


It is true the paper mills made large 


earnings during the latter part of the war, 
but this unusual prosperity lasted only a 
few years. Over a period of ten. twenty, 
thirty, fifty or one hundred years it means 
little or nothing, and we should expect to 
have the paper industry with us indefinite- 
ly. 
A flare of profits is of avail in a 


period of depression only wheu preserved 
as a surplus, and our legislators appear 
to think that profits sufficient to permit 
the building up of surpluses are vicious. 
There are many other industries iu Wis- 
consin which have been operating witli 
difficulty and on a slender margin dur- 
ing the last, four years. 
The fact that 


corporation net income was cut in two in 
Wisconsin in one year shows the heavy 
decrease m industrial profit. 


What does Senator 
Johnson know 


about the ability of the hundreds of man- 
ufacturing institutions and business con- 
cerns in Wisconsin to meet increased in- 
come taxation? Clearly, not much. Xor 
does he care very much, and yet an in- 
crease of $6.000.000 annually in income 
tax in Wisconsin will mean to many busi- 
nessmen and many forms of producti"ve 
enterprise loss of profits, actual hardship, 
lowered ability to meet competition, etc. 


Hundreds upon hundreds of manufac- 


turers and business men do not flor-k to 
Madison to protest against tax legislation 
because they are hogs or because they are 
selfish. 
They are men who understand 


business, the relationship of taxation to it 
and the value of productive business to the 
community and state, not only in the em- 
ployment it affords, but in the prosperity 
it promotes. If they felt that this addi- 
tion of $6.000.000 to income taxes vrould 
promote 
prosperity. 
make 
business 


better, improve their earning capacity, 
they would not oppose it. but they know 
better. They know that it will be detri- 
mental and that the policy of the state 
should be economy and reduced taxes in- 
stead.

No 
one except a person blinded by faction or 
political feeling will deny this.

MAN 


About a, year ago I contributed an 


"Adventure" to this serious In which 
I voiced the hope that out of the 
vast, rich depths of Negro life would 
come forth a novelist who would tell 
the world something vital about this 
race, something •with more meaning 
than is found In the' hundreds of 
storles"that assume the Negro is mere 
slapstick comedy stuff-or in the "mam- 
my" type of story which sentimental 
izes the black race. 


Later I worked up the "Adventure" 


into a magazine article which was 
published in the "Independent Maga- 
zine," and quoting that article, the 
Negro magazine of New Tork City, 
"Opportunity," points out that the 
year 1924 has actually produced what 
my "Adventure" asked for at the be- 
ginning of the year. Not that there 
is any connection between the two but 
it is interesting to find that the Ne- 
gro writer is becoming articulate and 
"Opportunity's" review of books -writ 
ten and published by Negroes during 
1924 makes rather an Imposing list. 


WHITE WROTE STRONG BOOK 
Outstanding among them Is "The 


Fire In the Flint," a novel about Ne- 
gro life by a Negro. "Walter F. White 
This book, which I have not read, is 
published by one of America's most 
distinguished 
publishers and it has 


aroused passionate controversity, es- 
pecially In the South. It is said that 
one white reviewer was disinherited 
by his southern father because he hac 
a good word to say for it. 


The year also brought out what Is 


described by "Opportunity" as being

The best vehicle for ordinary use about the home is one which 


is at least 2 feet high. It should have room for the baby, with tho 
necessary wrappings, in any position, and a co\er that can ba 
readily adjusted to secure the needed protection; it should ha\a 
strong, well-balanced springs, and stand squarely on four wheels. 
For the baby who aits up. a safety strap which fastens about his
